Tho pinst few •weeks hns 
seen

strong and activo demand for Covina 
orango property, ar.d indications aro 
that it will c'qntimie throughout tho 
winter and into the spring 
months. 
With tho present splendid crop upon the 
trees and the probability of a favorable 
market throughout the season, it should 
not bo a matter of surprise that in­ 
vestors are looking toward this valley. 
It is worthy of note that the majority 
of. sales mndo up to tho present time are 
to local men, who have an accurate 
knowledge, gained by long experience, 
of tho worth of orango property. For 
a citrs grove that has received consist­ 
ent and intelligent care, favorably lo­ 
cated as regards soil and climate, it is 
almost impossible to pay too much, 
while on the other hand, a poor grove 
in an unfavorable location is dear at 
any price. 


The Douglas agency reports the sale 
this week of a five acre grove, tho prop­ 
erty of M. J. McCarthy, on the corner 
of Barranca and Puente streets, to Mr.

ORANGE GROVES VISITS 'FRISCO 


An Englishman once said that San 
Francisco was a beastly thriving town. 
I agree with the Tommy. He must have 
tried to cross Market street. 


Market street is sure " n o 
man's 
land." Four street car tracks crowded 
with all the cars that space will allow, 
each one doing the limit, to make speed, 
and the remainder of the street crowd­ 
ed to the full with " T i n Lizzies" and 
automobiles, and you can begin to get 
an idea what that, would do to a fellow 
that has nothing more dangerous 
to 
dodge than a jack rabbit in an orange 
grove for the past ten years. 


I crossed Market street just 
once 
and decided that I did not have enough 
insurance to try it again, so I went 
round after that. 


San Francisco is a city of flats and 
npartmcnts. Flats arc houses built on 
top of each other. You can toll a flat 
from an apartment by the people who 
live in them. If their earnings are call­ 
ed pay, it is a flat. Flnts have clothes 
lines in the light shaft nnd Bill brings 
the beer home in his dinner pnil and it 
is called "rushing the growler." Dur­ 
ing the preparation of the rnenls there 
is a loud smell of liver nnd onions and 
corn beef and oabbage. 


In 
apartments 
the 
stimulants 
are 
brought up in bottles and 
the 
pay 
check called salary or income. 


There are people up here who think 
that Los Angeles has no business being 
on the map. I was talking to some 
business men and in the course of the 
conversation I mildly suggested 
that' 
Los Angeles had a larger population 
than San Francisco. I will never do 
that again so long as I am north of 
the Tehachopi. If it is true that Los 
Angeles has takon in Bakersfield 
I 
hope they will stop there. That is far 
enough north. 


They boasted larger clearance house 
Tcturns than the southern metropolis. 
I remarked that much of our .popula­ 
tion was retired business men that had 
locate in the south for the climate. 
I 
will not use that argument again while 
I am up here, though I refuse to be­ 
lieve that the south is populated by a 
bunch of old stiffs. 


God made them a groat harbor up 
here 
and 
they 
mako 
a great noise 
about having t o build a pond for us 
to get our ships to the docks to unload 
freight that had by rights ought 
to 
come to them. 


I wanted to go to the Presidio, and 
in order to avoid the jam on Market I 
took a small car that went up through 
the wholesale sections and the Barbary 
coast. If it takes a Barbary coast and 
the foreign sections to make Los An­ 
geles a larger city than San Francisco, 
then I am hoping that we will allow 
them to be in the lead. I dont' think I 
was ever in a section that 
smelled 
quite as loud as this wholesale district. 


Taxes arc sky high, and one person 
told me' they paid $102 on an ordinary 
dwelling in Oakland. 


You hear a lot about the Mooney af­ 
fair, but most people are agreed that 
he should have had a fair trial and 
that, there was too 
much 
pernicious 
prosecution. I don't know much about 
this, 
but 
judging 
from 
the 
papers 
there are criminals getting free that 
havo the goods on them strong, while 
others have the limit nnd then some. 


San Francisco can put it over us in 
many ways, and I am hoping that we 
will never catch up with them. 
They 
have steam beer and stews, and we 
hope to see that abolished. 
You will 
see lots of "uniforms over in the Bar­ 
bary coast section. They claim to have 
cleaned 
up that joint, but it 
seems 
quite popular with the fellows we arc 
interested in, and many arc from the 
south. The mothers that havo boys in 
the 
university 
should 
be 
concerned 
about this vilo section of the city that 
has a reputation for rottenness as well 
as other things. 
\ 


I stopped one night with a cousin 
over there. Two tomcats got into an 
argument on a coal box in the middle 
of the night. Someone in the house be­ 
low settled the dispute with a shoe. 
I was sorry he butted in. While it was 
not a soothing noise, it, gave one the 
feeling that he was not entirely out of 
touch with nature. 


I visited an X-ray studio and saw 
them developing a picture of an arm 
that had been patched up and put to- 
fether with screws. 
Thoy wanted 
to 
find out if he had a screw loose. That 
is a fine idea. I know one or two fol­ 
lows that I would like to shoo around 
to that place and havo them given the 
once-over to see if they don't havo a 
nut off or a screw loose. It might save 
the people a lot of trouble if 
this 
should bo determined right now.

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DR. MERLE N. SMITH GIVES GRAPHIC 
SKETCHES OF FRANCE AND ITALY 


Many in the large audience Monday- 
afternoon, saw definitely and clearly, 
possibly for the first time in all the 
months of our national participation in 
the great world war, the magnitude of 
it all, as Dr. Merle N. Smith of Pasa­ 
dena told his vivid story before the 
raembers and friends of the Monday 
Afternoon Club. 


Simply and yet, because of that very 
quiet simplicity, eloquently, the speak­ 
er talked of actual conditions over­ 
seas, among our own boys at the front, 
as he saw them in his six months active 
service with the Y. M. C. A.; four 
months on the western front, two ,in 
Italy. 


Opening his address with nn appeal 
to help make and keep this country fit 
for the thousands of boys who nrc com­ 
ing 
back 
to 
us, strengthened 
and 
cleansed, as by refining fires. Dr. Smith 
recounted the magnificent work of our 
allies, and said that we should be hum- 
"ble, as a nation, ns to our smnll share 
in the war, fine as that shnre was. 
Facts, figures, humor, and graphic pic­ 
tures of conditions followed each other 
in the rapid-firo talk which held the 
closest attention of the audience, at 
times tears following smiles, us glimps­ 
es of the trial and test were contrasted 
with the grim and characteristic humor 
of the American view-point. 


Living and sleeping in dugouts and 
huts with our boys, eating the always 
abundant and excellent "chow" the 
soldiers had; talking, singing and of­ 
ten tramping with them on their way 
to the front, Dr. Smith gave a eloaeup 
story of overseas conditions which has 
not been equalled by any speaker from 
the front before a local audience. 


'. As to the moral conditions overseas, 
Dr. Smith said that he had found them 
excellent; really better in our army 
than in our own home cities. 
From 
General Pershing, to whom the speaker 
gave the highest praise, down, our of­ 
ficers have upheld and demanded the 


best possible moral conditions, with the 
result that never, in all the history of 
the world, has there been an army so 
"fit," physically and morally, as our 
own. 
Our front in France and Italy 
was as dry, Dr. Smith said, "as a 
broken bottle out in the California sun­ 
shine." 
Where one boy was injured 
by the army life, forty-nine were built 
up and made over. 


Glimpses of the wonderful spiritual 
conditions existing among our boys, as 
given by the speaker, were both in­ 
spiring and touching, and showed con­ 
clusively that a higher standard had 
been reached overseas than at home, 
and that these soldiers of our would be. 
in the coming years, leaders in every 
phase of life nnd that we must make 
ourselves fit to work with them. 


Especially interesting 
was the de­ 
scription of the conversation of the 
boys, about the camps and particular­ 
ly just before going "over the top." 
While their courage is and was ever 
of the highest type, still there was lit­ 
tle if any bragadocio, and their discus­ 
sions often centered about the best 
sort of girl to marry a city or country, 
and the arguments were most spirited 
and animated. 
When not upon some 
similar 
topic, 
"home," 
or 
"God's 
country,' as they call it, was the theme 
of conversation, and 
without 
excep­ 
tion, every man of them, is eager and 
anxious to return, and their hearts arc 
very tender toward those wno have so 
constantly and loyally stood back of 
them. "The way the old U. S. A. kick 
ed through" with all the Liberty lonas 
and big " Y . " drives was most fully 
appreciated by the boys. 


Many anecdotes were told illustra­ 
tive of the wonderful spirit of our 
boys; the spirit never to give up, al­ 
ways to go forward, with never a 
whimper or whine, whatever happened; 
the spirit of unselfishness and kindli­ 
ness to one another and all women and 
children. 
Particularly 
graphic 
were

In closing, Dr. Smith made a strong 
appeal to all present that the United 
States might indeed be "God's coun­ 
try," with all its deeper meaning and 
greater opportunities for world service. 
Again and again throughout the talk, 
the speaker was interrupted by ap­ 
plause, and as ho ended a real ovation 
was given in partial appreciation of the 
pleasure he had given. 


A Christmas touch was given the 
club-house by many brilliant poinset- 
tias and graceful greenery, as well as 
by the Christmas lullaby sung by Mrs* 
Henry Marshall at the opening of the 
program.

Miss Imogene Ar 
thur added to the program with a well- 
rendered piano solo. Mrs. George Phil­ 
lips accompanied Mrs. Marshall on the 
piano.

at his

for some time, and succumbed to an 
attack of pneumonia. 


A native of California, and born at 
a timo when evorything was new and 
waiting for the hand of man to de­ 
velop its great resources, Charles Si­ 
lent-saw before him great possibilities. 
His first great work of development 
work was tho construction of a railroad 
from Santa Cruz through tho great tree 
forests. 
Tho following year this line, 
twenty-seven miles in length, was to­ 
tally destroyed by a flood, destroying 
in an hour a large fortuno which the 
^ 
young man had accumulated. 


Ho then moved to Arizona and was 
subsequently appointed a federal judge 
by. President Hayes, a position which 
he resigned to move to Los Angeles in 
1885. 
He began his practico of law in 
tho city in tho old Temple block at 
Spring and Main strcots. 


In 1908 he retired from active prac­ 
tico and devoted most of his time to 


altogether too stilted. I have followed

WOUNDED SOLDIER 
NOW ON CRUTCHES 


Private Lloyd Crawford 
writos 
as 
follows from an English hospital: 


England, November 8, 1918. 
Dear Mother and Father: 


Friday afternoon and will write a 
few lines. Supposo you havo received 
tho messago of my wound on Oct. 30. 


We were just moving up to tho front, 
on the eve of Oct. 30th, to start an- 
othor drive, when we were shelled with 
heavy artillery and I was struck in the 
left limb with a piece of shrapnel from 
a high explosive shell which burst near 
mo.. This happened about 9:30 in the 
evening. I was takon to a first aid for 
treatment and then removed over to 
England to a Canadian hospital and 
operated on. I am- getting along fine 
and feel 0. K. 
, 


I was wounded in tho thigh and it 
has been pretty severe, but it could 
havo been worse, as tho doctor told me 
this morning when ho was dressing my 
limb .If it had struck,mo one-half inch 
closer to tho knee I would havo lost 
my leg So I thing I was pretty lucky 
after all. 


I expect to bo moved to an American 
hospital in London in a few days. Wo 
surely have boon treated fine here and 
get lots of nice things to cat.

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Problems of Reconstruction Confront American Red 
Cross With New Tasks and Ne# Responsibilities. 


.' During 
these 
Chrlstmases, 
when 
men in the trenches and on mined seas 
sing carols; when our country glows to 
•Its uttermost boundaries with the sym­ 
bol of the Red Cross; when the most 
earthbound 
look for awhile at the 
, crosses and the stars—new 
under­ 
standings^ new simplicities, new will­ 
ingness for service come to very many 
men and women. 


And as our soldiers and sailors who 
went out young and strong and singing 
the "Long, Long Trail" and "Over 
There" now come back crippled and 
' disabled, Americans are seeing more 
and more their own part and responsi­ 
bility, in reconstruction.,:, This work 
means teaching the blind to see, giv­ 
ing movement to the paralyzed, power, 
to the remnants pf arms and legs to 
do full duty, the chance of health to 
the 
tubercular, 
light to minds be­ 
fogged by shell shock. 


Our government, the Medical De­ 
partment of. the Army and the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross, from the. time of our 
entrance in the war, have been work­ 
ing out the tasks preparatory to this 
reconstruction, which is the key-word 
to 
their 
usefulness 
and 
happiness. 
The work itself is already begun in 
the hospitals where our returned men 
have been brought. 


This has meant the equipment of 
hospitals, the recruiting of the doc­ 
tors and nurses and the formulation of 
plans for training for vocations, which 
means independence, replacing activi­ 
ty for inactivity. 


For this physical reconstruction in 
our military hospitals at home, our 
government, through the office of the 
Surgeon-General, Is asking for recon­ 
struction aids. 
This hospital service 
Is open to hundreds, Indeed thousands, 
of women who as wives of men in the 
service have been technically barred 
from other military hospital service. 
They are needed at once and may 
learn full particulars regarding train­ 
ing, qualifications, pay and so forth 
by writing for information to the office 
of the Surgeon-General, Division of 
Reconstruction, 
Washington, 
D. C. 
They are civilian employees of the 
Medical Department of the Army, and 
their work comes under one of two 
classes—either the distinctly physical 
reconstruction which has to do with 
massage, electrotherapy, 
dyd^therapy 
and mechanotherapy, or the occupa­ 
tional work which will prepare the 
men po take up the regular vocational 
training for which we often hear the 
word''re-education." 


The Federal government has charge 
of this work.,. Otyer agencies working 
under government .control* will .help. 
The American Red Crqss, especially, 
will supplement It, and through Its 
Home Service h a s assumed the obliga­ 
tion to assist every soldier or saUor 
and his family whenever they* need 
oi4 OMpuofcl trim It • 


When American soldiers, blinded In 
battle, recover from their Immediate 
wounds at the base hospitals in France 
special work for them is commenced. 
Later they are brought to the United 
States Military General Hospital No. 
7, at Baltimore, for further 
medical 
and surgical 
treatment and special 
teaching. The ideal of the government 
will be to place every blinded man in 
a condition to take care of himself and 
those dependent on him. 
In many 
cases, It Is hoped, the men will be able 
to command a larger salary after tak­ 
ing their training than before they lost 
their sight. 


American Red Cross has supple­ 
mented the Army's plan by creating 
the Red Cross Institute for the Blind. 
One of its.functions will be to provide 
certain financial aid to equip the blind 
man after his re-education Is complet­ 
ed, as, for Instance, furnishing type­ 
writers to those who enter commer­ 
cial life. Ivwlll be unearthing new oc­ 
cupations, Helping to establish homes 
and arrang? home work for those who 
cannot go i-rio offices or factories. 


But It w'M do something elite that Is, 


again, a Christmas story. 
This.Red 
Cross Institute will, In so far as is hu­ 
manly possible, have the relative who 
will be responsible for the care of the 
blind man when he returns home, take 
>the government training, side by side 
with him, as is now done by the British 
and French. 
With this, full 
under­ 
standing at home of his difficulties and 
possibilities, many an ambition at first 
undreamed of may be fulfilled. 
. Through the. gift of Jeremiah Mil- 
bank of New York, the: Red Cross was 
enabled to.establish In New .York. its. 
experimental Red Cross Institute for 
Crippled and Disabled Men;' One of 
its principal objects is to assist in the 
general campaign tof public education 
regarding the results^ which can be ac­ 
complished by systematically re-traln- 
ing disabled men for occupations in 
Which they can successfully 
compete 
with able-bodied men. 
. "Thus equipnyd," writes W. Frank 
Persons, DlrectoV General of Civilian; 
Relief of tho -American Red Cross, 
"they may confidently look forward to 
a future of normal human work and 
play."

Because of her continued' absence 
from school and the fact that she lived 
in rather an undesirable neighborhood 
and was on the streets all day a school 
teacher recently brought to the atten­ 
tion ef the Home Service department 
of the Red Cross the story of a girl of 
ten years whose mother was 111 and 
whose only other relatives were two 
brothers, one In camp and the other a 
youth of seventeen 
whose 
earnings 
seemed to be the only means of sup­ 
port for the family. 


The Home Service worker called, 
found the mother very ill and needing 
hospital care at once. 
Arrangements 
were made for the mother's care and 
also for a home for the girl In the 
country where she would receive real 
homo training and love. 
The mother 
grew worse and died soon afterwards. 
The seventeen-year-old boy enlisted. 
The boy in camp had not known that 
ids mother needed his help, but was 
glad to contribute from bis pay when 
the 
true 
circumstances 
were 
made 
known. 
The girl Is now In the coun­ 
try, going to school, and is receiving 
allotments from both of ber brothers 
and Is well cared for. 
She Is under 
the watchful care of the Home Service 
workers and comes to them often for 
counsel. 


A portable kitchen, Installed by the 
American Red Cross oh the exact spot 
where Joan of Arc was captured, pro­ 
vided tea, coffee and other 
refresh­ 
ments to 10,000 soldiers and civilians 
daily.
